No effort is being made h ere to secure new 
business. Our factories are idle and several build­ 
ings are available for concerns wh ich migh t be 
seeking locations or ex pansions. 
Several y ears ago th ere was formed in Rush ­ 
ville a Boosters Club — live, wide-awake busi­ 
ness m en — with a vision. Th is group accom­ 
plish ed th ings. Th eir success soon inspired a 
larger group wh ich became a Ch amber of Com­ 
merce. Today th ere is no agency at work a t­ 
tempting to create new business. 
Someth ing sh ould be done h ere to perpetuate 
and provide h elp for th e future welfare of our 
community . A dead city is truly offensive! 


THE RIGHT START 
Sch oolboy traffic patrols h ave proved th eir 
value th rough out th e country in both large and 
small communities. Wh erever th ey h ave been 
establish ed th e safety record h as been bettered. 
In assisting small ch ildrn across th e street and 
in teach ing traffic safety , th ese groups of boy s 
are instinctively emulated by oth er ch ildren in 
safety as well as in oth er matters. It is gratify ­ 
ing to note, th erefore, th at th is sch ool y ear h as 
witnessed th e ex tension of th e plan. 
Month after month th e toll of traffic h as be­ 
come h eavier th rough out th e United States. Va­ 
rious agencies and many individuals h ave been 
crusading for greater traffic safety , but despite 
th ese efforts injuries and fatalities h ave 
i n ­ 
creased. One reason lies in th e fact th at “safety 
first” h as not been popular among adults in gen­ 
eral. 
Teach ing safety to ch ildren will bear fruit, not 
only in th e present, wh en many accidents are 
caused by th e natural carelessness of ch ildh ood, 
but in th e future, wh en th e lessons of safety 
learned during impressionable y ears will h ave 
become a h abit. 
Th ere may be a direct connection between th e 
ex tension of th e sch ool traffic patrol plan and 
th e fact th at 76 cities h ave reduced th eir traffic 
death toll since June. 


THE PASSING OF THE CWA 
One of th e greatest ex periments of th e present 
administration will come to an end on May 
first according to th e present plans of dropping 
ten per cent of th e workers each week until th e 
last contingent h as been released from th e fed­ 
eral pay roll. 
Keen interest is being manifested in th e cul­ 
mination of th e project. Th e great question now 
is, just h ow much good h as it done. Will th e- 
program add any perm anent impetus to busi-, 
ness. Wh at will be th e attitude of th e men wh o 
h ad a fairly good income for a few weeks and 
th en are dropped to sh ift for th emselves? How 
many of th ese men can be absorbed by private 
industry into th e ranks of th e employ ed? Will 
th e government be forced to devise some oth er 
means of taking care of th e men wh o will not 
be fortunate enough to find private employ ment? 
Th ese and many oth er questions are y et to be 
answered. 
Th e GWA program was in its entirety , to make 
work. Th e h uge sums poured out of th e federal 
treasury to finance th e movement amounted to 
little more th an a dole so far as most of th e work 
was concerned. Th e tasks performed were for 
th e greater part unessential, consisting of grub­ 
bing grass from roadsides, raking leaves, clear­ 
ing away underbrush , grading public lawns, 
cleaning up parks, creating memorials, teach ing 
adult educational classes, and many oth er made 
work enterprises. 
It was h oped th at th q money th at was paid 
th e CWA workers and spent by th em for sus­ 
tenance would give business and industry such 
a stimulant th at in turn it would be so greatly of windows, h e found th at only 
beneiitted th at a majority of th e men out of th ree marble steps separated th e 
work wh en th e CWA was demobilized would be

At present it seems very doubtful th at many 
of th ese men will find jobs.

Great temporary benefit was administered by j 
th e project and, of course, some perm anent bene­ 
fit. Increased summer activity in business will 
take care of some of th e men but it seems evi­ 
dent th at some oth er plan will h ave to be worked 
out to find employ ment for a majority of th e un­ 
employ ed.
